SHOW INCREASE 


Street-Car Business Takes 
Gradual Climb 
Cammon Carrier Rides Good 
Business Barometer 


Many Investors in Electric 
Car Securities 


The street-car transportation 
business in Los Angeles has recov- 
ered from the slump of last year, 
due to the power snortage, and is 
again on the upgrade, according 
to an announcement made yester- 
day by J. G. Jeffrey, head of the 


I public-relations department of the 
‘i Los Angeles Railway Company. 


Since 1917 the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company has shown a gradual 
increase in rides. The first half of 
last year the rides were on the in- 
crease, then the power shortage 
cut down the fares until the first 
of this year. Then the situation 
again improved. Since January 1, 
last, the number of rides has 
been increasing weekly, and Mr. 
Jeffrey believes the company will 
pase ite 1924 record about the 
middie of June. He stated that 
the Shriners’ convention is en- 
pected to boost the transportation 
business during the month of June. 
During the year 1917 approxi- 
mately 172,000,000 rides were reg- 
istered by the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company, and this number 
has increased each year. 
the company handled 345,749,688 
rides, which was an increase of 
1.03 per cent over the previous 
year, when 342,225,928 rides were 
carried. Upward of 1,000,000 per- 
sons a Jay are carried on an aver- 
age, according to Mr. Jeffrey. The 
average fare amounts to only 3.4. 
cents, owing to the number of 
transfers, passes and other free 
traneportations issued, which is 
fully one-third of the total num- 
ber of rides. The average daily 
revenue is approximateiy 135,000. 

“Btreet-car transportation is a 

good barometer of business condi- 
tions,” said Mr. Jeffery. “When a 
section of the city shows a bulld- 
ing boom we notice the increase 
in rides immediately, which is due 
to the number of mechanics and 
laborers using the street cars as 
ifaneportation to and from their 
homes.” , 
Despite the 25,000 common car- 
rier busses operated and the 18. 
006,000 autos in the United States, 
the Federal figures show street- 
car riding is increasing. The av- 
erage number of yearly street-car 
rides per person in the United 
States today is 117. 

One person out of every 100 in 
the United States is either in the 
employ of the electric railway 
companies or has an investment 
in their securities. There are 550. 
000 investors and about $6,000,- 
000.000 invested in electric railway 
securities and more than 14,000, 
600,000 additional in plants for the 
manufacture of electric railway 
equipment.

George M. Reynolds, Iowa-born, began his banking career

from $13,000,000 to more than $500,000,000, serving among others 
more than one-sixth of all the 30,000 banks in the United States.

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“Mr. Reynolds, I asked, just 
what does that overworked word 
‘inflation,’ as applied to money and 
credit, really mean? 

Hig emile was a pleasant one as 
he sald: 

“Well, perhaps I can tell you. 
The only definition of inflation that 
I have found satisfactory is this: 
Inflation occurs when there is an 
increase in money. in circulation 
and demand deposits. at a rate 
more rapid than the increase fm the 
volume of trade. That sounds «a 
little involved but it isn’t. The es- 
sential fact is that inflation in- 
volves a relationship between the 
volume of money and credit on 
the; one hand and the volume of 
trade on the other.” 

Under this definition, is there 
danger of inflation at this time in 
the United States? 


INFLATION ABSENT 

R is much easier to define in- 
flation than to measure it.“ he de- 
clared. “But a study of money in 
circulation and demand deposits, 
measured against the volume of 
,trade—indicated by car loadings 
jand bank debits—does not suggest 
that we now have any inflation. 
| Neither does a comparison of these

Again, multiple orders for 
goods. accompanied by cancella- 
tions, are usually a sign of infla- 
tion.

“Half of the world’s stock of

“You assume America can do 
about anything she pleases. This 
is not correct.

itical conditions. So long as the 
Federal reserve sy.tem is in opera- 
tion and confidence is un!mpaired, 
gold may be gathered in the banks 
for reserve purposes, or paid out as 
so much currency. That's all. In 
other respects, gold is mined, sold 
for use in the arts, or for mone- 
tary purposes, or exported and im- 
ported in response to demand or 
according to the influences I have 
mentioned.

In a word. the 
question of the disposition of our 
huge gold surplus is not what we 
desire to do or what we should do, | 
but what international commercial!

PRINCIPLES CONTRASTED 

“The American people should get 
clearly in mind the principle of 
reserve banking as applied by the 
Federal reserve system, and the 
difference between commerelal and 
investment banking. 

“The Federal reserve system was 
organized to protect business and 
applies only to commercial as dis- 
tinguished from investment bank- 
ing. A Federal reserve bank can 
make loans only against the secur- 
ity of paper which arises out of 
commercial transactions. If it could 
operate in the investment field—if 
it could make loans against stocks 
and bonds—it would cease to be a 
commercial banking system. It 
would be in the position of 
supplying capital, hte capital 
of commerce, for practically 
permanent investment. It would 
lost its liquidity and become 
useless to commerce, if not a post- 
tive menace to the soundness of | 
commercial credit. That's why 
it is expressly forbidden for the 
banks to make loans against the 
security of stocks and bonds, except 
against government securities. 

“The Federal reserve banks can 
and do make loans against United 
States government bonds and notes. 
They are fiscal agents of the gov- 
ernment and the financing of the 
war was done through them as 
such. The war could have been 
financed in other ways, but it 
wasn't. This is an element of 
real weakness in the system. 

“It places government bonds in 
the position of securing issues of 
Federal reserve notes. Currency 
secured by government bonds was 
one of the things which the Fed- 
eral reserve system was established 
to eliminate. It was the primary 
cause of the currency panics in the 
past, and is regard by econo- 
mists and bankers as unscientific. 

“Efforts to tie the Federal re- 
serve system to the investment side 
of banking are continual. For- 
tunately they are diminishing in 
strength. 

“The public should understand 
the Federal reserve system is not 
a miracie worker. It is a delicate 
piece of machinery, designed for 
one purpose, and, fortunately, so 
far powerful enough to pull up the 
known hills. But if it is loaded 
down with other merchandise than

Then Rincon 
enacted his version showing how 
he sat opposite the old man and 
how, said, Adama stepped be- 
hind Iman and struck the vic- 
tim once with the bar and as he 
went toward the old man Adams 
struck the victim twice again. 
Their re-enactments differed only 
in the matter of who struck the 
fatal 

Uuman's body was found buried 
in a well on his ranch about two 
miles from Blizabeth Lake last 
Monday morning by John FErrat- 
chu, who went to the ranch to 
have some work done by Uliman.
